< hivalry of Men Caused Trouble. 
Testimony at the inquest which 
was not 
completed 
today, 
showed 
that the chivalry of the men who pe-r 
nutted the female passengers to start 
across the gangplank first cost the 
lives of five women and a baby. Capt. 
Harry X. Crane ordere dthe men to 
stand aside until the women left the 
boat. 
One of the two bodies recovered to­ 
day was that of Mrs. Isaac T. Rhea 
of Nashville, Tenn., wife of the pres­ 
ident of the St. Louis and Tennessee 
River Packet Company, owners of the 
boat. The other was the wife of the 
porter, Daniel C. Taylor. Search for 
the remaining ten bodies was prose­ 
cuted all day. 
Late today D. J. Caraghen, second 
mate, said the alarm on the boat was 
greatly increased by the cry of fire 
Flames were seen to shoot up from 
the furnaces. 
The fire was extinguishel by the 
water when the vessel listed. 
Boat Struck Rock. 
Smoke form the lime kiln on the 
river bank and the high water pre­ 
vented the pilot from keeping in 
the channel. The boat struck a rock 
concealed by the water. In backing 
off 
the 
vessel 
turned 
completely 
around. The steamer tonight is on 
her side almost against the bank. 
(Nineteen survivors arrived here to­ 
day with little baggage. Many of them 
suffered from exposure and were un 
able to give an account of the night 
of terror which they passed through.

biggest 
ship in the American navy, the bat­ 
tleship Florida, was launched today 
at the New York Navy Yard. Later 
on, when the Arkansas and the Wy­ 
oming, now under construction, are 
afloat, they will exceed the Florida in 
size by 3,000 tons. The Florida is by 
no means finished, being only about 
60 per cent advanced toward comple­ 
tion, 
Tile Florida is o21 feet six inches 
long, nearly as long as a City block 
her beam is 88 feet 2 1-2 inches, she 
draws 28 1-2 feet of water and dis­ 
places 21,82.» tons in light order, 
while, when fully loaded, with her 
supplies and ammunition, she will 
measure up to 23,033* tons. Her esti­ 
mated speed is twenty add three- 
fourths knots per “hour, which would 
have been regraded a few years ago 
as the top notch for a swift unarmor­ 
ed liner. She will carry 2,500 tons of 
coal in her bunkers, which should 
enable her to make the round trip 
across the Atlantic at half speed. 
Turbine engines, built in the New 
York Navy Yard, of the enromous 
power of 28,000 horsepower will main 
tain the high speed of this big ship 
and the steam -will be supplied by 
sectional boilers. 
The main battery of the ship will 
consist of ten twelve-inch rifles ar­ 
ranged in pairs in turrets. 
Just what the armor is to be on 
the ship the naval designers will 
not tell. That marks the adoption 
of 
new policy in the American 
Navy, as heretofore it has been cus­ 
tomary to set out in smallest detail 
in 
the 
Chief Constructor’s annual 
reports the thickness of every inch 
of armor on the ship. 
It will take more than a thousand 
men to manage this great fighting 
machine, the minimum requirement 
being sixty officers >nd 954 enlisted 
men. 
The estimated cost of the ship com­ 
plete is $6,600,000, as fixed in the 
act of May 13, 1908. Her keel was 
jlaid March 9, 1899, as the naval con-

Washington, May 12.—‘It is stated 
today that the conservation senators 
will not oppose a provision in the 
house Indian bill providing for the 
sale of the surface of the coal lands 
in Oklahoma, though it is expected 
that the provision will be re-written 
in the senate along the lines of tht 
bill introduced by Senator Gore. This 
bill, which has been referred to a 
subcommittee of the Senate Commit­ 
tee on ilndian Affairs, consisting of 
Sesators Owen, Curtis and Page, pro­ 
vides: 
"I. That no purchaser shall be al­ 
lowed to buy more than 160 acres of 
such lands when classified and sold 
as agricultural lands. 
“2. That 
all 
deferred 
payments 
shall bear interest at a rate not ex­ 
ceeding 5 per centum per annum. 
“3. That all such lands shall be­ 
come subject to taxation according 
to the laws of Oklahoma as soon as 
sold. 
“And providing further that the 
secretary of the Interior is authorized 
to appraise and sell to any incorpor­ 
ated town or city adjacent thereto 
not exceeding 160 acres to be used 
perpetually as a public park. 
“Whenever congress shall provide 
for the sale of the coal and asphalt 
deposits contained within said segre­ 
gated coal and asphalt lands belong­ 
ing to the Chickasaw and Choctaw 
tribes of Indians, and prospective 
purchaser of said mineral deposits 
shall have the right to enter upon 
such land as he may desire to pur­ 
chase, as evidenced by previous ap­ 
plication 
filed 
with 
the 
secretary 
of the Interior, for the purpose of 
prospecting 
for 
coal 
or 
asphalt 
thereon, upon the approval by the 
Secretary of the 'Interior of a bond 
or undertaking to be filed with him 
as security for the payment of all 
damages to the crops and improve­ 
ments on such lands by reason of 
such prospecting. 
“Any person who shall have acquir­ 
ed from the Chickasaw and Choctaw 
tribes of Indians, as hereafter pro­ 
vided by law, the coal or asphalt de­ 
posits in any such land, or the right 
to mine or remove the same, may en­ 
ter upon and occupy so much of the 
surface thereof as may be required 
for all purposes reasonably incident 
to the mining and removal of the coal 
and asphalt therefrom, and may mine 
and remove the coal and asphalt up­ 
on payment of the damages caused 
thereby to the owner thereof, or up­ 
on giving a good and sufficient bond

WILL NOT OPPOSE 


JM UNO BILL 


Hay Be He-Written Along Lines 


Bill Introduced by Senator 


tJore. 


Washington, May 12—'It is stated 


today that the conservation senators 
will not oppose a provision In the 
house Indian bill providing for the 
sale of the surface of the coal lands 
in Oklahoma, though it is expected 
that the provision will be re-written 
in the senate along the lines of tht 
bill Introduced by Senator Gore. This 
bill, which has been referred to a 
subcommittee of the Senate Commit- 
tee on 'Indian Affairs, consisting of 
Sesators Owen, Curtis and Page, pro- 
vides : 


"1. That no purchaser shall be al- 


lowed to buy more than 160 acres of 
such lands when classified and sold 
as agricultural lands 


'2. That 
all 
deferred 
payments 


shall bear Interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding 5 per centum per annum, 


"3 
That all such lands shall be- 


come subject to taxation according 
to the laws of Oklahoma as soon as 
sold. 


"And 
providing further that the 


secretary of the Interior is authorized 
to appraise and sell to any incorpor- 
ated town or city adjacent thereto 
not exceeding 160 acres to be used 
perpetually as a public park. 


"Whenever congress shall provide 


for the sale of the coal and asphalt 
deposits contained within said segre- 
gated coal and asphalt lands belong- 
ing to the Chlckasaw and Choctaw 
tribes of Indians, and prospective 
purchaser of said mineral deposits 
shall have the right to enter upon 
such land as he may desire to pur- 
chase, as evidenced by previous ap- 
plication filed with the 
secretary 


of the Interior, for the purpose of 
prospecting 
for 
coal 
or 
asphalt 


thereon, upon the approval by the" 
Secretary of the 'Interior of a bond 
or undertaking to be filed .with him 
as security for the payment of all 
damages to the -crops «nd Jmpteire 
ments on such lands by reason of 
such prospecting. 


:Any person who shall have acquir- 


ed from the Chickasaw and Choctaw 
tribes of Indians, as hereafter pro- 
vided by law, the coal or asphalt de- 
posits in any such land, or the right 
to mine or remove the same, may en- 
ter upon and occupy so much of the 
surface thereof as may be squired 
for all purposes reasonably incident
